HARTFORD (ct) March 10.—The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Con- 
necticut, favorable to defendant in the 
case of Martin Lawler and others 
against the hat-making firm of Charles 
H. Merritt & Sons of Danbury, in 
which the plaintiff sought to prevent 
the firm from using certain labels, ends 


a case which was of special interest to 
labor unions and manufacturers alike. 

The piaintiffs secured an injunction 
restraining the firm from using a certain 
quality of labels which were claimed 
to be a copy of the label of the United 
Hatters of North America. A demur- 
rer against the injunction case filed by 
the firm was overruled in the lower 
court, and the case heard upon its 


‘winning on all points except that of 
equity. 

The firm appealed from the decision 
which overruled the demurrer to the 
Supreme Court, and this appeal has 
been sustained. That court holds that 
the lower court erred in not allowing 
the demurrer which set forth, among 
other things, that the plaintiffs, not 
being manufacturers, did not establish 
a legal right in the labels, and that the 
labels did not comply with the statutes. 
The decision throws the case out of 
court, and sweeps away the injunction.

The benefits of criminal legislation can 
only be obtained by treatment of a 
portion of the latter class. Prison for 
them is a step in the wrong direction, 
except when the general good of so- 
clety demands it, as an example, and 
then the greatest good to the greatest 
number must be the rule.

IET OF RAT 


SAWTELLS. MAN SAYS RODENT 
Was GREAT DISH. 


When Wrecked on the Coast of 
Nova Scotia His Starvation Menu 
Was Made Up of the Lithe Quad- 
rupeds and Gulls, but the Former 
Was in Greater Demand. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAWTELLE, March 9.—“I lay no 
claim to being a connoisseur,” said Ben- 
jamin F. Leeds of this place, “but I 
state it is a fact that about the dain- 
tiest dish that ever tickled my palate 
was the broiled hind leg of a rat. 

“I see that you smile; but this is no 
jolly. What I am stating is the whole 


the word of a sailor who has been 
many times around the world and 
eaten of the choicest viands prepared 
by all of the nations of the navigable 
globe. I have made thirteen round 
trips over the water surface of the 
globe from San Francisco. I have 
sailed the high seas for a third of a 
century and during twenty-five years 
of that time was the master of the 
vessel. 

“The way I came to eat rats was 
like this: Early one winter our ship 
was wrecked off the coast of Nova 
Scotia. Our crew finally landed on 
deserted Sable Island. It was a deso- 
late spot and during the long winter 
months we were forced to live in tent 
houses made out of some of the salle 
that washed ashore froen our ship. 

“For food we had only that which 
we could find, and as rodents were 
about the only other inhabitants of 
the island we made on an average of 
three square — on rats. 
We had them led, fried, 
broiled, in soup — * other way. 
Occasionally, for variety's sake, we 
would have a meal of sea gull. But 
these birds are really too fat to make 
good eating. There is however, a good. 
bite on the wing and leg. But when 
we were resc in the spring by a 
passing vessel we were heartily tired 

of both rats and gulls.” 

* Leeds is probably the heaviest 
man in Southern California today, his 
elreumterence equaling his altitude. 
He weighs %40 * but says his 
fighting weight is 378, which goes to 
show that as an anti-fat rat meat is 
a fizzle. Mr. Leeds recently came here 
from Alcatraz Island to make his 
home. There he was the postmaster 
and light keeper. He served through 
the late war and carries five gunshot 
scars as trophies of the unpleasant- 
ness.

No attempt at violent revolution will 
be tolerated in this government. The 
people who have established this gov- 
ernment know how to protect it from 
foes within as well as from toes with- 
out. We are all anxious that acknow!l- 
edged wrongs shall be righted and rec- 
ognized evils corrected. The people 
have full power to do these things, 
and everything is possible without vio- 
lence, without revolution, without civil 
war, If any should dare to take up the 
sword against “the best government on 
earth,” they will surely peri#h by the 
sword; for “God reigns, and the gov- 
ernment at Washington still lives.” Its 
life is secure, for it lives in the hearts 
of the people. 

As for Debs, the firebrand anarchist, 
he will hang himself in due time, after 
he has dallied long enough with the 
rope that has been given him. The 
widest tolerance is a constituent part 
of our governmental system. But this 
tolerance must not go beyond a point 
that is consistent with the public 
safety and well-being.

HE GERMAN STRUGGLE FOR 


DEMOCRACY. 
The wonderful growth of the party 
of social democracy in Germany is 


sometimes claimed as a great triumph 
for organized labor, but it is really 
nothing of the kind. Social democracy 
in Germany means simply the strug- 
gle of the mass of the people against 
absolutism and militarism. Labor 
unions, no doubt, are adherents of the 
movement, and as is usual, owing to 
their close organization, they can 
blatantly proclaim themselves its m- 
spirers and its leaders. But in reality 
the labor-unionist is only one of a big 
crowd, which has in its ranks bank- 
ers, merchants, professional men, and 
a rapidly-growing number of peas- 
antry—representatives indeed of all 
classes in the country except the court 
following, the landowners, the mili- 
tary faction, and the great body of of- 
ficials, with their numerous 

on. In fact, social democracy in Ger- 
many is simply a convenient phrase 
that serves to express the deep-seated 
and widespread public discontent 
against what is nothing more or less 
than the iron heel of despotism and 
class-favoritism. 

For it is quite a mistake to suppose 
that there exists in Germany at the 
present day any form of real popular 
government as we know it in free 
countries like our own. The German 
Imperial Parliament exists solely to 
vote funds and assent to laws. Over 
the policy of the empire and its ad- 
ministration it has no control and 
virtually no influence. The Emperor 
has power to dissolve the Parliament 
at his will; he nominates, promotes 
or dismisses all officials entirely on his 
own judgment; the Cabinet is re- 
sponsible to him alone.

Much worse is the position of the 
people as regards the local parlia- 
ments corresponding to our own State 
Legisiatures. For these bodies s0- 
called universal suffrage is the merest 
sham. To take the kingdom of Prus- 
sia, for example; here the voting is 
entirely on a capitalistic basis. There 
are three classes of electors, according 
to their wealth; the vote of a man in 
the first class counts 200 points, that of 
a man in the second class, 30 points, 
and that of a man in the third class 
one point only. From this preposterous 
system it results that in the city of 
Berlin 3% per cent. of the electorate 
enjoy a solid majority over the re- 
maining 96% per cent. No people 
claiming to be free can be expected 
quietly to tolerate such manifest in- 
justice. 

In such facts as the above, typical 
of others, we have the explanation 
why thinking’ and fair-minded Ger- 
mans in every walk of life are allying 
themselves with the party of social 
democracy, which is pledged to bestow 
the benefits of true universal suffrage.

If the authors of these vague rumors 
of official corruption have any evidence 
to support the charge, or even grounds 
for reasonable suspicion, let them come 
forward and present the evidence. Un- 
til they do so, they must be content to 
be regarded as malicious slanderers. 

The people of Los Angeles have the 
same confidence in the integrity and the 
good judgment of the Water Commis- 
sioners, and other city officials con- 
cerned in the Owens River project, that 
they have in the accuracy of the figures

HE NATIONS SHOULD LISTEN. 


A recent dispatch from Boston 
notes that a protest and appeal“ from 
fifty missionaries, representing seven 
nationalities working in the Congo, set- 
ting forth the present deplorable state 
of affairs in the country, has been re- 
ceived in that city by the American 
Baptist Missionary Union and by the 
Congo Reform Association. The na- 
tionalities represented among the sign- 
ers are American, British, German, Ca- 
nadian, Swedish, Norwegian and Dan- 
ish, “We emphatically protest,“ say 


the signers, “against the terrible state 
of affairs still existing in the Congo 
State, and we appeal in the name of 
liberty, justice and humanity to those 
who value those biessings, to help in 
every lawful way to secure them for 


ali the Congo people.” 
This appeal should not be allowed 


to go unheeded. The civilized nations 


of the earth cannot afford to let it pass. 
From time to time, for several years, 
there have come out of the Congo ba- 
sin, in Western Africa, such tales of in- 
describable horror as to “stagger hu- 
manity.” These stories of brutality 


have come from sources which left no 


reasonable doubt as to their substan- 
tial authenticity. They have been cor- 


owe it to themselves, to “justice, lib- 
erty and humanity,” that the truth 
shall be known, and that if the truth 
shall be found to have been correctly 
reported, immediate steps shall be 
taken, by concert of the leading powers, 
to put a stop to the worse than bar- 
barods practices of which the rulers of 
the Congo State are said to have been 
gulity. 

The kingdom of Belgium is the re- 
sponsible ruler of the Congo State. 
The country has been and is being ex- 
ploited for all that can be got out of it 
by its alien rulers. The principal ex- 
ports are ivory, rubber, nuts, coffee and 
palm oil. These products—and especi- 


quired to bring in, in certain definite 
quantities, as tribute to their foreign 
masters. In case they fail to deliver 
the prescribed amount, it is a common 
practice, according to the reports which 
have been sent out, for their Belgian 
masters to cut off a hand, or a foot, 
and not infrequently both hands, or 
in some other brutal and atrocious 
manner disfigure them for life. 
These frightful cruelties are practiced 
in order to inspire the remaining na- 
tives with such fear that they will not 
dare to neglect to bring in tribute. The 
amount required to be brought in is 
often beyond the abilities of the 
wretched natives to supply, hence the 
atrocities which are complained of in 
the name of justice and humanity. The 
situation, if it be as described, calls 
for interference by the great nations 
which have the ability, if they choose 
to exercise it, to put a stop to this in- 
human abuse of power.

UNION LIES NAILED. ~~ 
OUTFALL SEWER IS O. K. 


“We have gone over the construction 
work on the outfall sewer carefully 
and we find no material defects. We 
find that the complaints of defective 
‘material and poor workma ip are 
not well founded.“ 

This is the gist of the report of the 
committee of experts appointed to in- 
vestigate the construction work on the 
outfall sewer. The report was sub- 
mitted informally yesterday morning 
to the Mayor and the Board of Public 
Works. It will be filed Monday with 
the Council. 

It was to investigate 
charges of defective workmanship, 
made by the labor union agitators, 
that the special committee was ap- 
pointed. The charges were the out- 
come of a refusal on the part of the 
sewer contractors to permit the walk- 
ing delegates to say who should and 
who should not work on the outfall. 

Contractor Stansbury rejected their 
demands and ordered the agitators off 
the work. He told them that if they 
came back they would be kicked off. 
They did not return and the big con- 
duit is being built entirely by inde- 
pendent labor. 

Seeking to discredit the contractors, 
the agitators filed a complaint with 
the City Clerk alleging that the work 
was not being done according to specifi- 
cations. The Mayor and Council to- 
gether appointed a committee of three 
engineers to make an independent in- 
vestigation. Its report will be made 
public Monday. .

RELIC OF LIVINGSTONE. 


Part of Historic Tree from Central 
Africa Now on Exhibition in 
Los Angeles. 

A piece of wood from the original 
tree in central Africa under which the 
heart of the great explorer and mis- 
sionary, David Livingstone was buried, 
has been brought to Los Ange- 
les by .. Chesnaye, civil 
commissioner, of northeastern Rho- 
desia, now visiting friends in Southern 
California. The story of this interest- 
ing relic is as follows: Under a tree, 
of the species called by the rfatives 

“mpundu,” at the small village named 
Chitambo, situated at the south eng of 
Lake. Bangweulu, Livingstone in 
year 1873, worn out by dysentery 
the fatigues and privations of travel, 
died, attended only by five of hig na- 
tive followers. To natives of this part 
of Africa a corpse is something abhor- 
rent, and in the ordinary course they 
would have fled and left the vultures 
and jackals to disintegrate the re- 
mains. But to these faithful natives 
who had followed their master in his 
long wanderings and through his many 
viciesitudes, and who, no doubt, had 
been imbued with his teachings, Liv- 
ingstone’s dead body was a treasure 
entrusted to their care to be ha. 
over ww ine anne Men at Zanzibar. 

His followers having. mourned his 
loss, disembowelled the corpse and 
filled the cavity with raw salt which 
is obtainable tn large quantities in that 
part of the country. The heart hav- 
ing been removed was placed under 
the largest mpundu tree near the 
Chitambo village. In order to mark 
the precise tree under which the heart 
was placed, the stem was carved with 
David Livingstone’s name and with the 
names of each of his followers. The 
body, roughly embalmed, as described, 
was then carriad several hundred 
miles to Zanzibar, whence it was sent 


to England, to find its last honored) 


resting place in Westminster Abbey. 
After many years a Belgian official 
passing close to Lake Bangweulu, came 
across the tree with the inscription and 
placed a metal tablet on it, to mark 
his visit to the spot. In, 1900, Mr. Rob- 
ert Codrington. administrator of the 
N. E. Rhodesia; determined to visit the 
tree and observe personally its condi- 
tion. On his reporting to the Royal 
Geographical Society, London, that the 
tree was nearly dead, owing to the 
ravages of the white ant, and that a 
grass fire occurring would probably 
obliterate the spot, it was decided to 
cut the tree down and replace it by a 
nent memorial. Through the 
agency of the late Sir Henry M. Stan- 
ley and others, a fund was raised for 
this object and a memorial was com- 
pleted in 1901, consisting of a cross 
forty feet high which was erected over 
the spot and had to be fenced in to 
prevent injury from the elephants that 
roam around this district. The section 
of the tree with the names cut upon 
it was sent to London, and is now in 
the museum of the Royal Geographica! 
Sotiety, there. Of the remainder, the

AN AFFAIR WHICH UNIONISTS 


SELDOM.MENTION, 
— — 
Why Chieage Was Practically 
Without Newspapers for Four Days. 
One Closed Shop Which ts Closed 


Only to Union Printers—Repentance 
Came Too Late. 


“In 1898,” writes a correspondent of 
American Industries, “an increased de- 
mand for news concerning the Span- 
ish-Cuban imbroglio brought great 
activity in newspaper fields.

“To the surprise of this union the 
publishers refused to hold up their 
hands and deliver. Instead, they held 
a conference, pooled their issues, and

3, 4 and 5, 1898, the great city of Chi- 
cago was without newspapers. 

“The strikers then endeavored to 
work on the su ib'‘ities of the 
printers, but their for a sympa- 
thetic strike failed, as the typog- 
raphers had a five-year contract with 
the publishers and deemed it unwise 
The stereotypers then 
issued a statement saying they were 
willing to modify their demands, ac- 
cept an eight-hour day and a reduc- 
tion of pay for overtime; but repent- 
ance came too late. New men were at 
work and many of the strikers failed 
to find work in Chicago. 

“It was the preparedness of the Chi- 
cago publishers that nipped the seven- 
hour-day scheme in the bud. 
they yielded weakly there is little rea- 
son to doubt that the present printers’ 
strike would be for a six-hour day. 

“Trade unions do not give public- 
ity to this strike for a seven-hour day. 
They realize that the less said about it 
the better; and I doubt if 600 union 
men in the entire country remember or 
know of it. But it is history in Chi- 
cago and positive proof that ‘give an 
inch and they'll take an ell.’” 

“Other things being equal (say the 
matter of the number of coples circu- 
lated, for instance.) it is a pretty fair 
inference that the paper published in 
the interest of free industrial condi- 
tions is a better advertising medium 
than the paper published by the labor 
union. The comparison might safely 
be carried further. Other things being 
equal, the paper printed in the open 
shop is likely to be a better medium 
than the paper printed in the closed 
shop. If, therefore, you find two pa- 
pers between which there is no choice 
as to the number of copies printed, 
it is a good business proposition to 

the open shop paper in pre- 
ference to the closed shop paper, to 
say nothing of the good business that

“In nineteen years that I have been 
an employer of labor we have never 
recognized the unions. In the last ten 
years our force has grown from three

“A few weeks ago we allowed three 
or four union pressmen into our press- 
room, on the ground that we were run- 
ning an open shop.

Department of Agriculture Tries to 
Introduce the Fungos Delicacy. 
Dogs and Pigs Can be Trained to 
Hunt for the T 
Experiments in California. 


(SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


Dogs and pigs on the farms of the 
United States are to have a new vo- 
cation, if the efforts of scientists in 


the Department of Agriculture to in- 


troduce truffle growing into this coun- 
try are successful. Several attempts 
have been made in the past to grow 
trumes, but they have all failed. Now 
another and more extensive experi- 
ment is to be made, and the agricul- 
tural experts are determined that this 
time they will not give up until they 
have accomplished their purpose. 

Ir the hopes of these men are re- 
alized, there will be a rush made by 
the farmers of certain sections ‘to 
gather in all the stray dogs; and the 
lowly pig will have another occupa- 


tion besides that of growing fat and 


furnishing hams. 

The truffe is without doubt the 
king of fungous edibles. Among epi- 
cures it is considered far superior to 
the mushroom. Indeed, that fungus 
is poor and vapid in comparison. The 
prices realized for truffles are much 
higher than for mushrooms. In some 
cases they command as much as $3.50 
a pound. 

In France and Italy and in some 
parts of England, the industry affords 
the sole occupation of some rural 
communities, and those engaged in it 


derive an excellent living. In order 
to pursue the business successfully, 
however, it is necessery to possess a 


pack of trained dogs or pigs, and, in 


a pinch, squirrels. These dogs or pigs 
are trained by hiding a truffle, the 
odor of which is very strong and pen- 
etrative, and when the dog has found 
it, he is rewarded with food. In this 
way they learn that their livelihood 
depends upon finding the truffle. When 
the dogs have developed the scent for 
truffies they are taken into the woods 
and readily lead the truffle hunter to 
the base of an oak, birch, beech or 
sometimes, pine tree, where, upon dig- 
ging, the truffle will be found near the 
roots of the tree about a foot from 
the surface. 


Pigs are also trained to hunt for 


truffies, though the scenting instinct 
of this animal needs no development, 
for he possesses a natural liking for 


‘ood. 
Truffles are used in this country in 


the preparation of choice dishes in 
the best class of restaurants and are a 
delight to the palate of the epicure.

“IT am telling a long story about the 
beginning of my acquaintance with Mr.

was chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, to see about a tariff duty 
on giass and was introduced to Mr.

re-| bearing on the world’s f supply. 


It is a well known fact that a pound 
of mushrooms is equal to many pounds 
of meat, and if the world could only 
become conversant with the edible 
especies they would form a more im- 
portant part than now in our diet for 
we would realize more clearly that for 
home consumption they are a health- 
ful and grateful food and when suc- 
cessfully grown they are often worth 
double the original investment. 

Their use for food is perfectly com- 
batible with the preservation of excel- 
lent health and in Russia, Germany 
and Italy they furnish the peasants 
and working classes with a food that 
takes the place of meat. 

The French cultivate this food in 
cellars as well as caves, but they can 
be grown in all kinds of greenhouses, 
and even boxes and frames which can 
be obtained at very little expense will 
hold enough for domestic use. Spring 
and autumn are the best seasons, and 
they are usually in full bearing at the 
end of four weeks. 

The cellar of a dwelling house is a 
capital place for these beds and in the 
case of those who wish to grow only a 


60 degrees Fahrenheit.

beds in a dWelling house may seem 
unsanitary but when rightly handled 
and thoroughly prepared before being 
started they omit no odor. 

No one can grow mushrooms more 
successfully than the wife of the 
farmer, yet strange to say she pays 
little attention to this branch of the 
business. Little skilled labor is neces- 
sary and after planting all the care 
consists in maintaining an even tem- 
perature and gathering the crops. 

There is nothing arduous about it 
and the spawn or brick can be ob- 
tained from any seedman. There used 
to be a mistaken idea that skill was 
required to conduct the industry with 
success, but recently this has been 
exploded, and the largest growers util- 
ize space that would otherwise be idle,

e Really the law and the 


execution of the law have but little to do with reforma- 
tion. They are simply restrictive, deterrent agencies 
to keep bad men from indulging their proclivities to do 
evil. When moderate. measures fail in accomplishing 
this purpose, then prison bars are put around the dere- 
lict, or in a still more drastic treatment he is put entirely 
out of life. 

This weakness in human nature, its limitations and 
corruptions, are things forgotten by us all. Even the 
churches we find from time to time active in some move- 
ment toward reforming the human family in a herd. 
Some political panacea is proposed by which all vice 
shall be rendered impossible, This is all a fundamental 
mistake, nowhere found to be a greater mistake than 
among the churches and in the pulpits. There is only 
one method of reformation. That is purely individual, 
and must be wrought in the individual heart and soul. 
See how entirely efficacious this plan is. It comes as an 
appeal to the individual heart to reform iteslf, the only 
possible way to work a radical and lasting reform in any 
one. It plants there a living germ which, small at first 
as a grain of mustard seed and scarcely with power 
enough to influence the man’s life at all, grows and 
spreads through his whole being until the whole man 
has become entirely transformed, and as the great moral 
Teacher of all time has told us, he becomes a new man. 
Every such thoroughly reformed human life, made pure, 
made true, made sincere, made honest, to sum it all up 
in one word, made thoroughly unselfish, becomes a new 
center of power in the world. The seed that was plant- 
ed in his heart grows and bears fruit and he plants the 
game seed in a thousand other hearts, and the good 
work goes on making a radical reform which lasts 
through all time, and is strong against all temptations. 

No form of government, no acts of Congress, no statute 
laws, will ever make the principles of American govern- 
ment efficacious in penitentiaries. The strong hand of 
the executive branch of the law may prevent the con- 
demned criminal from committing new crimes, but re- 
move for a moment the power of that strong, executive 
hand, and immediately the criminal commits new crimes. 
Reform that man from the inside, plant the germ of 
righteousness in his heart, and let it grow and flourish 
there and bring forth all the good fruit that it naturally 
bears, and you have got a new man for whom penitentia- 
ries are not needed and to whom statute laws become 
as if they were not. He is a law to himself, and becomes 
a governing power not only over his own life, but among 
all his associates. 


This republi¢ of ours can never abrogate its obligation 
to provide a high standard of education for its citizens. 
Intelligence must always go hand in hand with good gov- 
ernment. And the true education which the republic 
must provide for its citizens must go beyond the sphere 
of arithmetic and all the other R's in the old-school cur- 
riculum. High moral training as well as high intellec- 
tual training are necessary to insure the stability of a 
popular form of government. High ideals must be set 
before the minds of the youth of the country, and they 
must be taught to prefer these high ideals to anything 
else that life can bring them. 


It is a long time since a great moral teacher sald: 
“The love of money is the root of all evil.” This great, 


semi-public life. What has lain at the bottom of it all? 
What threw nUited States Senators down from their 
high pedestal of honor on which they stood in the eyes 
of the people? What dragged great men of affairs, bank- 
ers, and presidents of insurance companies, down into 
premature graves? What drove others to seek a refuge 
beyond the seas or in some health sanatorium, as they 
tell us? The inordinate love of money did this work in 
every instance. Wealth was the most desirable thing in 
life to the hearts of these men. The love of wealth cor- 
rupted their whole being, and led them to violate the 
laws of the country and to plunder their fellow-men of 
their rights. 

The republic must set higher ideals than wealth before 
the eyes of the youth of the country. These high ideals 
must be planted in their hearts to become the guiding 
principles of their lives. Now, what is the republic? It 
is simply the aggregate public opinion of the citizens 
who go to make up the republic. Until public opinion 
sets a broad, clear stamp of approval on the patriotic, 
unselfish, honest man, and just as broad and clear a 
brand of disapproval on the dishonest, unpatriotic, sel- 
fish, and self-seeking man, there is no reform pos- 
sible by any act of Congress or any agitation of socie- 
ties of professional reformers. Make the betrayal! of 
public trust thoroughly odious, let the people express 
their disapprobation, their abhorrence of the man who 
proves recreant to his trust, and patriotism will very 
soon take the place of self-seeking politics. Until the 
mass of the people develop courage enough to call the

embezzler or some softer nanié! the tian who is corrupt 
at heart will work out his inw&fd principles in corrup- 
tion in office. :

A philosophy of life, therefore, or social custom which 


heaps coals of fiery criticism on real merit of whatever 
kind, for the temerity of desiring to come to public view 
is the means of fostering all sorts of pernicious conven- 
tional lies. Although arrived at the age of manhood an 
womanhood, we are still in the childish stage of think- 
ing, with minds enslaved by prevarications and equivoca- 
tions until every exhibition of spontaneous directness 
or unreserved expression of truth is taken as a personal 
affront by the social clan, who have eo long lied to them- 


selves and belied their convictions to others that every- 


thing not tinged by some form of conventional lying is 
neither polite nor modest, and not to be tolerated by 


people of “good form” whose chief goodness ofttimes 


consists solely in form, and not in substance. 

Hence what puerility outwardly to “play shy” whilst 
inwardly struggling to make known that which you have, 
are, or know! Such persons are in the same place with 
the child who casts a longing side glance at a stick of 
candy with half-averted face for fear that he may be 
caught in the act of seeming to want it. ; 

The fact is, there is altogether too much “making be- 
lieve” or dodging behind the bush instead of facing the 
broad daylight of plain truths. It is a social crime for 
one to speak, however unostentatiously, of his personal 
hopes, aspirations, feelings, achievements to any except 


his closest friends; yet it is solely through such intimate 


knowledge that we can ever expect to learn the intricate 
ways of the human spirit, and to arrive at last at self- 
knowledge. There is a rigid taboo on a liberal use of 
the personal pronoun of the first person; still he who is 
regarded as the meekest of the meek in all history—the 
Prophet of Nazareth, was most pronouncedly individual- 


istic; however, so broadly individual that the universal 


was implicit in His individuality. 

There ie then a distinction to be made between vain, 
inconsequential prattling about one’s self, between cheap 
self-exploitation, and a pardonable egotism when mag- 


nified proportions of the ego are projected upon the 
screen of our mental vision for purposes of analysis and 


synthesis, or in order to arrive at a true knowledge and 
proper estimate of self as compared with other selves. 


The premium that is set upon self-effacement is largely | 


responsible for the fabrication of a vast tissue of conven- 
tional lies such as a feigned reticence, studied avoidance 
of personal mention and guarded self-depreciation by 
which to invite the welcome word of praise 80 reluc- 
tantly bestowed. Every noble sou! is truly humble in 


recognizing its limitations and the finiteness of all hu- | 


man knowledge. But humility is all too often con- 
founded with servility, timidity and a weak self-abnega- 
tion reducing the personal factor to zero. Such certainly 
was not the design nor desire of Him who “created man 
in His own image!“ { 

Yea, verily it is eald unto thee, “Hide not thy talents 
under a napkin.” But woe unto you if you display them 
openly. 


“Thy light, let it be made to shine.” But remember 


society demands that the feelings of the ignorant, the 
prejudiced, the jealous and the envious must be molli- 
fied by subduing the penetrating rays with a soft shade 
of artfuHy-constructed conventional lies.

A BIsHoP IN THE LAND WHERE HE 
Hap BEEN a SLAVE. 


the Irish. Wherever they have gone, they have ta- 
ken their veneration for the patron saint of the 
Isle, and upon the 17th of each recurring March 
worn the shamrock and bit of green 
their loyalty. 

Paul was the greatest missionary. 
was Patrick, of whom a Protestant minister 
“The Catholics cannot claim Patrick alone. 
longed to the church universal, and in any 
country, or under any circumstances, would have 
a saint.” 

This is the story of this remarkable man. 

While the Romans were masters of Britain (England) 
there was living near the Scottish border a Roman dep- 
uty or magistrate by the name of Calpurnius. His 
father, Potitus, had died a priest, Calpurnius himself 
was a deacon, and his wife Conchesa was said to have 
been a near relative of St. Martin of Tours. The son of 
these good people was named Succat. He was sometimes 
called Patricius, i. e., patrician or noble-born, and in 
time this name supplanted the other, and became short- 
ened into Patrick. 

About A.D. 411 a band of Picts from Scotland raided 
the country just south of Severus’s wall and captured a 
largé number of men, among them Patrick, now a boy in 
hig sixteenth year. They carried their captives across 
the channel into Ireland, and there sold them for slaves. 
Patrick was sold to a petty chief, Milcho, who lived in 
the County of Antrim, among the Slemish Mountains. He 
was set to herding cattle, and for six years was out on 


| the lonely hills, nearly all of the time by himself. Milcho 


was a pagan, as were all of the Irish, and the homesick 
boy, 


he had been taught at home. | 

In his “Confessions” he tells us that he prayed “A 
hundred prayers in the day and nearly as many at night. 
In the woods and in the mountains I remained, and be- 
fore the light I arose to my prayers, in the snow, in the 
rain. . for the spirit of God was warm in me.” 


Near the close of the sixth year, when he was a young 
man of 22, he had the first of his remarkable dreams. 
He thought he was told to return to Britain, and that 
he would find a ship waiting for him at the seashore. 
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of these had studied twelve long years before 
put on the white feather-trimmed robe of his 
the eix-colored dress that it was lawful for none 
king or an Ollamh fila (a wise man) to wear. 

Patrick saw clearly that, to convert the nation, 
must first reach the King and this powerful court of 
learned men. He must be educated to do this, So for 
some years he buried himself at the school or church 
of Candida Casa, so called because Bishop Ninian had 
built it of beautiful white stone. This was in South 
Scotiand, and Ninian, noble-born, educated at Rome, and 
who had himself converted the South Picts to Chris- 
tianity, was of all men the best qualified to train ardent 
and enthusiastic Patrick for his life work. 

He was nearly, or quite, thirty when he reached Ire- 
land, which he vowed never to leave. At first every ob- 
stacle was thrown in his way, and once he was thrown 
into fetters. Nothing daunted, he preached on every hill 
and plain. He used to ring a hand bell to call the people 
together. This queer, four-square bell of Patrick's is 
still preserved at Belfast. It was long known as “clog 
an eadhacta Phatraic”’ (“The bell of st. Patrick's will.“) 
It is six inches high, and is made of thin iron plates riv- 
eted together. Doubtless it was plain enough in his 
day, but now it is set with gems and adorned with gold 
and silver filigree. 

When a crowd gathered, Patrick’s wont was to read 
his text in Latin, then to tranelate it into the Irish 
tongue. After this he preached a plain, earnest sermon, 
couched in terms that all could understand. On one oc- 
casion when he was preaching in the open air, in the 
presence of the King, he perceived that the doctrine of 
the Trinity, the oneness of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, was not grasped by hie hearers. 

Stooping down, he plucked a leaf from a shamrock 
hie feet, a plant much like our clover. He showed that 
each of the three leaflets was a perfect leaf in itself, 
together they 1ormed but a single leaf ft type of

He was revered so much that his words were treasured 
almost as though they had been spoken by an angel. 
Yet in his modesty he speaks of himself as “I, Patrick, 
an unlearned man, to wit, a bishop constituted in Ire- 
land. What I am, I have received from God.” : 
He was full of courage. When some of the new con- 
verte carried off captives and sold them for slaves, he 
promptly excommunicated them. The king was not 
thoroughly converted but that he yet swore “by the 
god, and the common people greatly feared an 1 
that stood on the Bloody Plains, and to which human 
sacrifices had once been made. With his own hands . 
Bishop Patrick broke down this Image Crom, and shiv- 
ered it into a thousand fragments. An old Gaelic poem 
preserves a reference to Patrick's teaching on blood sac- 


“The three forbidden bloods, 
Patrick preached therein. 
- Yoke-oxen and slaying of milch cows, 
Also, by him, the slaying of the first-born.” 


Of many legends, the best known is of how Patrick 
rid Ireland of her snakes, when, as a son of Erin said: 
“They wur so thick all over the ewate island that you 
couldn't sit your fut down widout triddin’ on wan av 
their tails.” The story runs that the bishop invited all 
the toads on the island to the Hill of Howth, and when 
they came, invited the serpents also. The snakes ate all 
the toads up and then began on each other, until the last 
one had eaten all his fellows, when he wae dispatched! 

Some say Patrick died at 69, others that he was nearly 
80; still others that he was 116 at death. An old manu- 
script speaks of him as “Senn Patraice”—“Old Patrick“ 
—as though his age marked him out from all other men. 
He certainly died on March 17, at Downpatrick, the most 
remarkable man of his century. :

America’s Discoverers. 
CHINESE LEGEND OF FUSANG, THE 
ORIENTAL FAIRYLAND.

HE ancient oriental legends of Fusang, the 
nese Fairyland cluster not round a fairy 
some enchanted ocean, nor yet a haunted 
land on some far mountain height. Not even in 
Eastern Hemisphere is located the “Country of 
Mulberry Tree,” “The Kingdom of Women,“ “The 
of Marked Bodies,” and 


“The Land of the Rising Sun.” 

The first mention of Fusang is found in the oldest 
geographical work extant, over forty centuries old, en- 
titled “The Ancient Classic of Mountain and Sea,” and 
composed by the celebrated eastern potentate, Yao, 
who reigned 2357 B.C. This antiquated :

says that I, the 
mighty archer, prince of Kiung, brought the sun birds to 
an end, and that he took some of the feathers home and 
kept them.” 

In Japanese and Korean legends there is also a trace 
of the land of Fusang, “The Land of the Rising Sun,” 
but Chinese literature has preserved the most perfect 
and interesting descriptions of this fabulous country, 
now known as California. 

It is a well-known fact that in the fifth century a 
company of five Buddhist priests came to this coast. 
In 1761 the scholarly French sinologue, M. de Guignes, 
discovers indisputable evidence of this in hitherto un- 
known Chinese works, which he and others subse- 
quently translated. In 1847, Chevalier de Paravy, in a 
letter to the Academy of Sciences, Paris, says conclu- 
sively: “One of the countries of America, which was 
first converted by the shamans of Cabul, arriving from 
the southern point of Kamtchatka, at the excellent port 
of San Francisco, in California, to the north of Mon- 
terey, must evidently have been the country upon the 
banks of the Colorado River.” 


These five priests, who came to America over a thou- 
sand years before Columbus, probably fled from China, 
together with many others, in 458 A. D., on the detec- 
tion of a conspiracy against the government, led by a 
Buddhist. 

One of them, Hule Shan, returned eight years after- 
wards as an envoy from Fusang to the court of China. 
The following account of his visit is given in “The 
Great Annals of China,” a collection of more than six 
hundred volumes: 

“The envoy from Fusang wept, and responded with 
respectful ardor. The offering which he presented in- 
cluded 300 pounds of yellow silk, spun by silk worm 
of the Fusang tree, and of extraordinary strength. The 
Emperor’s massive gold incense urn, weighing seventy- 
five pounds, could be held and suspended by six of these 
threads without breaking them. There was also a sort 
of semi-transparent precious stone, cut in the form of 
a mirror, and of the circumference of more than a foot. 
In observing the reflection of the sun by means of this 
stone, the palace which the sun contains appeared very 
distinctly.” 

In further proof that the mythical country so per- 
sistently appearing in Chinese history as Fusang, is 
identical with California, Vining, in 1885, published 
a volume of some eight hundred pages. Quoting from 
more than three thousand authorities, Occidental and 
Oriental, his exhaustive arguments therein presented 
are fully convincing that Fusang is none other than the 
Western Coast of America. : 

In the city of Canton, China, there is a temple, 
called the “Temple of Polo.” The presiding deity is the 
stature of a man who came from the Kingdom of 
Fusang. He is represented as standing, his hand shad- 
ing his eyes, looking earnestly toward the East. 

A native poet, of ancient times, thus wrote of him, 
consoling him for his longing for his eastern home: 


“Where the sun rises, 

In the land of Fusang, 

There is my home. 

Seeking glory and riches, I came 

To the Kingdom of the Central Flower. 
The cocks crow, the dogs bark, 

The same here as there, 


Another fairy story says: 


“In the extreme east is Fusang. A kind of silk worm 
in circumference. Its color is golden. It requires one 
year to grow. On the eighth it spins a yellow silk, 
which is stretched across the branches of the Fusang 
tree. This silk is very weak until it is boiled in lye 
made from the ashes of the Fusang tree. Four strands 
of it will then hold up 100 pounds. The eggs of this 
large as swallows’ eggs. The palace walls 
of Fusang are of crystal. They begin to 
glow before sunrise, and during an eclipse become in- 


north of this region is 
They have serpents for hus- 
bands. They are not venomous. They live in holes. 
while their spouses dwell in houses and palaces. No 
books are seen in this kingdom, nor have the people 
any writing. They believe much in the power of cer- 
tain sorceries. The worship of their gods imposes ob- 
ligations that no one dares to violate. In the middle 
of the kingdom is an island of fire with a burning moun- 
tain, whose inhabitants eat hairy snakes to preserve 
themselves from the heat. Rats live on the mountain. 
from whose fur an incombustible tissue is woven, which 
is cleansed by putting it into the fire instead of wash- 
ing it. 

“North of the Kingdom of Women there is a dark 
valley. Still farther north are mountains covered with 
snow, whose peaks reach to heaven. The sun never 
shines there, but the luminous dragon lives here. 


“West of it is an intoxicating fountain whose waters 
have the taste of wine. In this region is likewise foun‘ 
the sea of varnish whose waves dye plumes and furs — 
black. There is another sea here, having the color of 
milk. 

“The land surrounded by these wonders is of great 
extent and exceedingly fertile. One sees there dogs an 
horses of great stature, and even birds that produce 
human beings. The males born of them do not live. 
The females are carefully reared by their fathers, who 
carry them on their wings. They are remarkably beau- 
tiful, and exceedingly hospitable, They die before the 
age of thirty.” 

There is also the important announcement that as- 
tronomical observations were taken in Fusang, as the 
Emperor Hwangti had given the country to the cele- 
brated astronomer, Hi-ho, who embarked his family and 
settled there. 

If a Chinese shopkeeper of the present day wants to 
extol his wares, he hangs up a sign stating that they 
are from the Land of Fusang. 

And thie Fusang, the oriental garden of the Hesper- 
ides, the Atlantis of the East, the home of the fairies, is 
our own fair California. EARLE ROSS 


DESERTED IRELAND. 

Since the census of 1900 was taken nearly 200, 00% 
Irish immigrants have settled in the United States, the 
year ending with July, 1905, showing a larger number 
than any year since 1896. A new impetus has been given 
to Irish immigration within the past two years, a turn 
which is quite perplexing to those native Irish societies 
which have been unsuccessfully attempting to stop the 
great national leak for so many years. The unrest 
among the young native Irish element is still wonder- 
fully strong. An American traveler in Ireland is as 
much impressed with this fact as he is with anything 
else in that country of remarkable things. Everywhere 
he sees and hears of wholesale departures for the United 
States. Even in the remotest rural hamlets the old peo- 
ple can be heard lamenting some recent exodus of their 
most promising young boys and girls. Almost every 
man or woman that a traveler meets and talks with in 
Ireland has a number of brothers or sisters or very near 
relatives who have recently left for the United States. 


Emigration agencies exist in every part of the island. 
Every village has a steamship agent, to whose advantage 
it is to use every inducement to influence the young men 
and women to emigrate. Since their pay must come 
from the steamship tickets which they sell, the agents 
take good care to see that many of them are disposed of 
in the course of a year. The flaming posters which they 
flaunt in the faces of the young people who are already 
restive and overanxious to go, offering the cheapest 
transportation and, to their minds fabulous wages on 
the other side of the Atlantic, prove irresistible to the 
average Irish villager. During the past summer whole 
villages in Cavan, Galway and Donegal have been depop- 
ulated, and vast country sides in Mayo and Roscommon 
have been stripped of the remnante of their old-time

T hope to be able to collect some reliable first-hand 
data on the comparative merits of the American, English 
and German agricultural implements during an excursion 
which I have in prospect through the various wheat- 
growing districts of Argentina and Uruguay while the 
harvest is in progress. So far my observations have 
been necessarily confined principally to the commercial 
side of the question, and importation, which reflects the 
sales actually consummated or in prospect, is only in the 
very long run an index to merit. Nor are the tables of 
imports for a score of years or more necessarily infallible 
they are an accurate register of nothing but demand, 
and demand may be influenced by other things than 
merit, as, for instance, prejudice, reluctancy to make a 
change or even a whim, as that for brass work in a place 
where unfinished steel and green paint would answer just 
as well. 

It is for just such reasons as these that the fight of 
American agricultural machinery for supremacy in the 
Rio Plata countries has been an uphill struggle, and one 
not to be finished for many years yet, though ultimate 
triumph is beyond dispute unless the Buropean article is 
turned out in the future after American methods and 
American ideas, a very remote possibility in the light 
of the past. Uruguay is even now well within our fold, 
and Argentina started in that direction. In both of 
these countries the principal difficulty outside of the total 
absence of American bottoms in the Rio Plata trade, 


which handicaps all of our goods equally, lies in the fact 


that a great number of the very largest estancias, many 
of them properties of hundreds of thousands of acres in 
extent, are owned by Englishmen. On as many more 
estancias of equal size and importance, owned by natives 
of the country, the mayordomos, or managers, are Eng- 
lish. | 

Now the English estanciero of the Rio Plata is what 


they would call in the East a pukka Britisher. I am not 


quite sure what pukka means, but the expression is de- 
signed to convey the fact that the individual to whom it 


is applied is British from the soles of his ample feet to |

No one likes and admires him more than 
myself, who hope in a subsequent letter to do ample jus- 
tice to the magnitude of British achievement on the 
River Plata. The fact that he will not buy American 
machinery is not a reflection on the merit of the machin- 
ery, but rather on its source—it is not English. This 
attitude is a particularly difficult one to confront, and is 
still the despair of the smooth-talking Yankee salesman 
who is not enough of a student of human nature to see 
that a little patter, however studied and superficial, about 
the last test matches, or the latest tips on St. Legers 
or the Derby would do him more good than a week’s 
demonstration in the field of the superiorities of the 
American over the British machine. 


How much longer our good British friend will continue 
to bolster up his patriotism at the expense of his material 
well-being is difficult to say. The manager of an Ameri- 
can house tells me that he has recently had a number of 
tentative visits from British estancieros, which he is 
confidently hoping is the thaw preliminary to a general 
breaking up of the ice. If this does not come this sea- 
son or the next, it is almost inevitable when the lines of 
competition begin to draw close down here, as they have 
in the States and other grain-growing countries. When 
that time comes, employment of English agricultural ma- 
chinery will spell ruin for the user, for I think I am 
guilty of no exaggeration in saying that endeavoring to 
compete with it on equal terms against American farm- 
ing machinery of any description would be as futile as 
the attempt of a traction engine to beat an auto. 

The truth of this statement will be more readily ap- 
preciated after considering a few points of comparison 
between the “J. I. Case” threshing machine, probably 
the best-selling of the American makes, and the “Ruston 
and Proctor,” which stands at the head of the English.

Northern Ireland is of course rather rough, but from 
Londonderry io Donegal one has not the slightest rea- 
son for complaint.

And if you ask for a drink 
of water, sure and it’s milk they'll give you if there's any 
in the house, and divil the penny will they take for it at 
all, at all. I have a cavernous place in my heart for 
those warm-hearted people, and the only way to get 
ciose to them is to walk or wheel through their beautiful 


From Donegal to Sligo, with 4 side trip into the green 
Connemara Mountains, where the emerald marble comes 
from, the road leads you through the dreariest and poor- 
est part of all Ireland. The crowning misery of 
the whole is in County Mayo—accent heavy on 
the last syllable, please—the scene of the most. 
turbulent of the land troubles, with the heart- 
rending evictions and the pitiful poverty that 
makes one’s heart ache. Time and again I stop- 
ped to have a cup of tea made for me in some dismal 
little one-roomed stone cottage, where the peat fire 
spluttered under the inevitable pot; where there was al- 

ways a goat in the corner and a pig in the shed beyant, 
with a few chickens bechune. Oftener than not there 
was only one chair, but I was always welcome to that 
and for a measly little sixpence, which the good Irish 
dame accepted with a gratitude tempered with reluctance 
to charge fort hospitality, the cup of tea was made and an 
egg or two was thrown in—not into the tea, but into the 
meal tor good measure. I always carried a few scones 
and putter with me. That's the only way to travel 


Limerick a few miles is St. Patrick’s well, from which 


through Iretand. 
From Sligo to Galway one goes through a country a 
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County Clare country, full of delight and an ever-in- 
creasing charm. 

From Ennis to Killarney as much cannot be said. But 
in the wonders of the Killarney district and Muckross 
Abbey you forget all else and, having saturated yourself 
with the visions of the most famous lakes in the world, 
you are ready for the wonderful ride of fifty-seven miles 
to Cork, skirting for much of the distance the pictur- 
esque River Lee. This part of the trip was to me the 
most enjoyable of the 700 miles I wheeled through Ire- 
land. 

At Cork there are numerous places to engage your at- 
tention. I am not attempting to do“ the country for 
you, and especially a country which every tripper who 
goes abroad writes home about. The ride out to Blar- 
ney Castle and the kissing of the Blarney stone are gen- 
erally the chief events of interest on that part of the 
trip. In Cork is the famous Shandon Church, with the 
celebrated “bells of Shandon, that sound so grand on the 
River Lee.” These bells have a dangerous rival in the 
sweet tones of those of St. Finbar’s Cathedral. 

Leaving Cork for the ride up the east coast to Dublin, 
you will not only lose caste, but give mortal offence if 
you do not stop at Youghal, thirty miles away, where Sir 
Walter Raleigh lived and where he planted the first 
“praties” in Ireland. It is also, near here that St. Pat- 
rick is said to have finally conquered the Druids. You 
have of course not failed to stop at Queenstown, and if 
you are interested in literary matters you have walked 
across the town, down the steep winding hills to the 
ruins of the old church where rest the mortal remains 
of Rev. Charles Wolf, the author of the immortal 
“Burial of Sir John More.” 


The ride up the coast through the beautiful Wicklow 
Mountains will be an experience not to be forgotten. 
Not a foot of it should be done by rail. Ride on the 
train anywhere else in Ireland. But wheel from Killar- 
ney to Cork and from Cork to Dublin. The roads are 
magnificent, almost as good as the best in England, and 
better than most American parkways. 

Arrived at Dubifm, you win do well to take the train 
for Belfast and return, stepping aboard the boat for Liv- 
erpool and waking’up on English soil.

Some prefer that from the horse stable 
first, while others declare that a mixture from all sta- 
bles excels all others. One thing is certain, the fertili- 
zer must be well rotted or it will burn the roots. It is 
best, perhaps, for the city gardener to procure commer- 
cial fertilizers, which every year are being more ex- 
tensively used. 

Plants that have been budded are the ones most com- 
monly sold. They must be deeply planted to insure the 
hardiness of the union, and then they will often root 
of themselves, and so an “own root” plant will some- 
times result, but in any event the bud should be under 
ground. For rose bushes, or any other plants which 
are to remain in the ground from year to year, it pays 
to prepare thoroughly the bed beforehand, and the only 
substantial method is to dig trenches, the wider and 
deeper the more lasting, at least two feet wide for sin- 
gle rows and anywhere from two to three feet deep, 
then fill to within a foot of the top with compost mixed 
with soll. Good live soil on top will afford proper grow- 
ing conditions, and the perfect blossoms or vigorous 
crops continuing from year to year well repays the first 
extra expense. In fact it is the only way to make a good 

In planting roses see that all bruised and broken roots 
are cut off smoothly. Cut the tops back, preferably just 
above a bud, and one that is on the outside of the stem. 
Do this with a knife and not with shears, for these are 
apt to bruise the bark. The poorer the roots, the more 
a rose should be cut back in the top. Strong growing

Properly Planted Places. 


How are the grounds surrounding our homes generally 
planted? Is some definite plan followed? Do we know 
how the place will look in after years? Do we know 
what the planting will cost? In most cases no. It is 
for this very reason that 90 per cent. of home grounds 
are unattractive. Most people do not realize the impor- 
tance of planting out a place by means of a definite plan. 
They do not see the necessity of the professional advice 
of a landscape architect. They know an oak when they 
see it, and sometimes a maple, and with this knowledge 
they plant out the grounds with much, or little, depend- 
ing upon convenience and the cost of the trees and 
shrubs. If a neighbor has a surplus of any flowers or 
shrubs so much the better, and room is made for any- 
thing at hand. Is it a wonder, then, that so many 
homes are so unattractive? What a wonderful conglom- 
eration of buildings we would have without the advice 
of the architects? Yet it would be no worse than the 
present mix-up mess so commonly seen in the planting 
of many homes. | :

Tun NaME Sam TO HAVE BEEN 


EVOLVED FROM JOHN. 
By a Special Contributor. 
His name is variously spelled Jenkin, Jenkins, Jen- 
ken, Jenkens, Jenkyn, Jenkyns. In Kent and Sus- 
sex counties, England, where the family has been 
seated for centuries, the usual orthography ie Jenkin; in 
Wales, it is Jenken. 

John, which is the source of a number of names, is said 
to be responsible, through a process of evolution, for the 
name Jenkins. 

One of the first of the family in this country was 
Thomas, who settled in Virginia, before 1622, with his 
wife Joanna, Edward, born in England, was living in 
Scituate, Mass., in 1646. A few years later, Joseph was a 
man prominent in affairs, at Barnstable, Mass. 

One pioneer was Joseph, a Welshman, who settled in 
South Carolina. Before 1700, David, a weaver, also from 
Wales, was living in Pennsylvania. Hie son John may 
be called the founder of the iron industry of the State, 
for he erected the Windsor Iron Works, one of the first, 
if not the first, in the Keystone State. 

With its 3000 acres, it was a property of importance, 
and built up a fortune for its founder, and his descen- 
dants. 

John left a large estate—plantations and slaves—to 
each of his several sons. One negro, Quash, was to re- 
ceive his liberty, and when he could pay £40 to his 
master, his wife, Cooba, was also to be set free. 

It is down in family records that John’s wife, Rebecca 
Meredith, was a woman of high spirit and endowed with 
all the graces and accomplishments that belonged to the

HOW TO TELL A BAD RAILROAD RAIL. 

In his article on “The Anatomy of a Steel Rail” in 
Harper’s for March, H. C. Boynton tells of the way in 
which defects in steel rails are discovered by the use of 
the microscope. ; 

“How, then,” says the layman, “can you tell if that 
was a good or a bad rail?” Then comes the microscop2, 
that simple instrument which has revealed so many won- 
ders. It now permits the metallurgist to study the anat- 
omy of so apparently lifeless a thing as a piece of steel. 

With a vertical muminator, or kind of reflector which 
takes the light rays from any source and bends them 


through a right angle, and then permits the observer to 


look through it down on to the polished surface of metal 
—equipped with such a reflector attached to an ordinary 
microscope, and with a number of different lenses called 
objectives and eyepieces, the metallurgist can look at his 
piece of rail under a linear magnification of forty to a 
thousand diameters. This means that if a spot measur- 
ing one-hundredth of an inch across be magnified 100 
diameters, the original spot would appear to the eye of 
the observer one inch in diameter. 

Can you conceive of anything in that rail that could 
escape the trained eye when under a magnification of 


1000 diametere? It would have to be more elusive than 
the tiny germs which medical men look for as the cause.

Through Simplon Tunnel. 


THE First JOURNEY MADE BY A 
_ NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENT. 


From Pall Mall Gazette. 


25, 1906, an ever-memorable day, I found myself 
, shivering with cold on the platform of the new sta- 
tion at Brigue, waiting to be whirled into Italy thrdugh 
the mighty Simplon Tunnel. The tops of the snowy pin- 
nacles, piercing the blue, were touched with opal and 
pink—the virgin silent heights seemed to be blushing at 
man’s sacrilege. A little over a hundred years ago, up 
there, in yonder pass, Napoleon and hie army were en- 
gaged in a pitched battle—one of the greatest battles 
that the “Little Corporal” ever fought—with the same

“Messieurs, en voiture pour Iselle!” shouts the porter 
in the familiar railway voice, and seems rather offended 
when the announcement is received with a burst of 
laughter. Midat cheering and the booming of cannon 
we start. It is 8:45 am. Exactly eleven minutes later 
we arrive at the mouth of the tunnel and enter the @los- 
sal bore, the eighth wonder of the world 


The train is traveling at the rate of forty kilometers 
an hour. The coaches have not been warmed, and it is 
cold. I open the window and a warmer air enters the 


compartment. It becomes warmer and warmer. We 


have reached the center of the tunnel. The thermometer 
registers 25% degrees centigrade. Gradually the atmos- 
phere cools. A whistle blows, and we rush into sunshine 
and Italy. It is 9:33 a.m.—thirty-seven minutes since we 
left Brigue; the journey is over. As we descend on to 
the permanent way the cannons boom again, and the 
waiting crowd give us a warm welcome, but now the 


“Hoch!” of the Switzer has given place to the more mel- 


odious “Evviva!” of the Italian. 
In thirty-seven minutes we have accomplished the dis- 


tance that it takes the diligence and four horses ten 
hours to cover over the pass, in fine weather and favor- 


able conditions! 


As the train does not start on the return journey until 
3 in the afternoon, we have plenty of time to look 
around Two clouds of vapor issuing from the mouths 
of the larger aud smaller tunnels at once arrest one’s 
attention. They are caused by the heated air, forced out 
of the tunnel by powerful electric fans fixed near the 
northern portal, coming in contact with the cold air out- 
side, the difference in temperature being nearly 35 de- 
grees at the mouth of the southern portal. About Iselle, 
which is an insignificant little town, are hundreds of de- 
serted hovels and wooden shanties, which were formerly 
inhabited by Italian workmen. At the foot of the town 
flows the River Diveria, through picturesque meadows 
and woods, and typical Italian villages. 

At Iselle are stationed a couple of companies of Ital- 
lan sappers, whose business it is, I discovered, to destroy 
the tunnel—the Great Simplon Tunnel—at a, moment's 
notice! 

With this end in view, the sappers have been engaged 
for the past month in constructing a tunnel on their own 
account about fifty yards above the southern portal. 
They have nearly finished their work, which will enable 
them, by pressing a button, to wreck eight years of toil 


and skill in a second, and scatter £4,900,000 to the 


winds! 

On the stroke of 3 we took leave of our hospitable 
friends and reéntered the tunnel, the locomotive puffing 
at the back. Near the center the train stopped, and we 
descended in order to examine the vault. Every stone in 
thie circular mass of masonry has been tested by ex- 
perts before being used, and another inspection takes 
place shortly. We walked on a little farther, guided by 
the brilliant lamps of the engine, until we came upon the 
frontier, which fe marked by a simple brass plate let into 
the stone. “Schweiz—lItalia.” Some twenty yards far- 


ther we found two huge solid iron doors, weighing many © 
tons, with their hinges well greased, ready to be shut at 


any moment by means of specially-constructed machin- 
ery, in the face of Italy! It was uncomfortably warm at 
this spot, and a corpulent member of the party went up 
considerably in our estimation when he suggested an ad- 
journment to our seats. 

And here we are at Brigue again. “Au revoir,” Sim- 
plon, until April next, when I hope to revisit you. It 


was a fair and plucky fight between your kind and my -« 


kind, between man and mountain—and you have lost.

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HILE eggs are beginning to come fast, and warm 
weather is bursting tree buds, one meditates over 
the possibility of little fluffs and wee scratchings 
in the near future. He gathers the eggs at night expect- 
ant that a certain late layer may have laid her clutch 
and be lingering upon the nest. The number of eggs 
which constitutes a clutch varies much. A Plymouth 
Rock pullet lays about fifteen eggs and may want to

brood them, An old Plymouth Rock hen will often lay

buy one whd jumps up to run the moment you come 
near, or the one who proposes to t; it would be 
cheaper to run an incubator for one good sitting of eggs 
than fuss with an unfriendly brooder. The kind that 
shows you the extent of her fluff, and sounds lovely 
long crescendo notes admonishing you of her determina- 
tion is nicer and cheaper than an incubator. But if you 
borrow or buy a hen, beware of lice before you take her 
into your confidence and poultry yards. It is simply 
astonishing how many respectable looking yards con- 
fine lice infected hens. I once borrowed a hen to brood 
from a most respectable quarter, and never having had 
mites in our yards, did not know how to expect such a 
pest. The hen had mites and before I knew our houses 
and fowls were all more or less infected. The insect 
powder I put upon her as I would on my fowls saved 
neither her nor me, nor the fowls. But she hatched the 
chicks and diligent work for a few days cleaned out 
mites. Beware of a mitey hen, if you borrow or buy 
one. The incubator turns out the most lovable mothers 
as a rule, because they are told no fear in a wood brood- 
er. They have faith in the hand which eifts the small 
grains for their life beginnings, and if tenderly cared

six and insist upon brooding. Some hens 
t is both interesting and profitable to go to 
at night and study the several broody hens 
upon nests. Approaching, one nervous and young hen will 
fiy off in fright and rush away on wings. Another will 
spread her fluff and raising her wings a little give you 
the nicest kind of a rebuke for prying into her personal 
affairs—not In scolding tones, but pleading tones, loud- 
est when, the fluff is widest and softer as she sees you 
like her maternal ways. She will let you lift her up, 
look under her wing, and stroke her feathers, and while 
you are proceeding she will tell you in those curious 
crescendo notes that she is determined to nest. She is 
a darling and must be tenderly put back until better 
' quarters can be provided. If I were going to raise hun- 
dreds of chicks in incubators I would not fail sitting 
a hen who would give me such fellowship. Another 
will look up coldly at one and flat down harder on the 
nest. Determination with feathers over it ise quite in- 
teresting. If you undertake to lift her up, she will peck 
your hands and persuade you to let her alone for a sec- 
ond. You will be amazed at the real meaning of a hen 
peck, but it doesn’t quite satisfy your inquiry. You will 
try to pick her up, but she will not cultivate you, nor 
get up and fly off. If she ever gets chicks, she will de- 
fend them against all small opponents, but she likes to 
fight, and before she has time to get chicks hatched she 
will have fought many unnecessary battles and have 
broken at least four of her eggs—possibly will have 
only four left to pip and break for chicks. Every time 
she breaks an egg she soils her nest and remaining eggs 
with its contents. Over night while sitting upon the 
mess, it will become dry and stick to her. When she 
gets up to go get a bit to eat, eggs drop anyhow, any- 
where, according to how well they were stuck to her, 
responding to respectable gravitation. If they do not 
break, one is fortunate. Both the eggs and the hen- 
parts covering the eggs must be washed in bloodwarm 
water. Dirty eggs seldom hatch. The nest must be re- 
lined, made clean. This is not a profitable hen to brood, 
but her intentions should be respected. She should be 
allowed to sit on two china eggs for a time, confined in 
a small coop and eparingly fed.

Concerning Entry Fees at Shows, — 


The late poultry show in Chicago demonstrated that 
a high entry fee increases immeasurably the quality of 
exhibits, though it may somewhat reduce the number. 
A low entrance price is quite apt to induce many breed- 
ers to enter in larger numbers, though of course this 
increase does not by any measure enhance the quality 
of the birds. Obviously, there can be only so many 
firets, seconds, and so on, no matter what the number 
may be that are entered. A high entry fee simply elim- 
inates all those specimens which are not quite sure to 
have a running show for leading honors. Again, the 
high entry secures for the management just as much 
(and often more) entry money with less birds to care 
for; it also affords the fancier breeder to come in on a 
better level with the professional, as the latter's ex- 
hibits in sign will more closely resemble the former. 
This has been quite noticeable in the big Eastern shows 
where the fee is $2.00 per bird, and which always have 
big entries of birds and correspondingly attractive mon- 
ey prizes and specials for exhibitors to compete for. 

In the Southwest, and notably in Los Angeles, the 
usual fee has been 50 cents per single epecimen, which 
is entirely too low to warrant poultry associations pay- 
ing any premiums except honors and specials. It should 
at least be doubled, which would allow the payment of 
something in the shape of cash awards. But beyond this 
it would eliminate many second-rate birds which, under 
the low price, find place in the show room. This elim- 
ination would greatly tend to enhance the average qual- 
ity, and at the same time strengthen the fancy. That 
something of this nature is not only timely but “good 
business,” is now keenly admitted by those familiar 
with the onward trend of the poultry industry in South- 
ern California.

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FIELD NOTES. 
California Vine Disease. 


ROF. NEWTON B. PIERCE, pathologist, in charge 

of the Pacific Coast Laboratory and Plant Improve- 

ment Gardens, Santa Ana, has written the follow- 
ing letter to The Times, which is of great interest to 
vine growers: 

“Work of the Pacific Coast Laboratory of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has demonstrated the 
resistance of one variety of European grape to the Cal- 
ifornia vine disease. A number of acres of this variety 
have been grown by the department, and the cuttings 
from these vines, several thousand in number, are now 
ready for distribution in lots of 10 to 100 to individuals 
who may wish to get a start with a resistant grape. 
These cuttings may be secured at the Wild Plant Im- 
provement Gardens on Durant street, Santa Ana. (Be- 
tween West and Ross streets, north of Washington ave- 
nue.) 
“The grape here being distributed is the Lenoir, a 
dark variety with rather small berries and bunches of 
medium size. The vine is very vigorous and fairly pro- 
ductive, and has rich dark foliage, The grape is best 
suited for coloring wines or for making port wi 
though the flavor as a table grape is not bad. a 
stock to graft upon, it will prolong the life of a ten- 
der variety, though not keeping the tender top free from 
It is well adapted as an arbor plant. 

“Extensive hybridizing work is being conducted be- 
tween this resistant grape and other varieties with the

Practical Plant Breeding. 


ARMERS throughout the country are becoming 
aware of the fact there is as much virtue in planting 
good strains of seed as there is in raising stock or poul- 
try from pedigreed parents. In the breeding of seed 
corn more advancement has been made than in any 
field crops. Corn has been held at a rea- 
ree of excellence and purity all along, from 
it has a large ear and its qualities, good or 
bad, may be more easily recognized than in any other 
field seed. Improvement of corn depends upon two fac- 
tors, namely, variation and heredity. From variation 
we get ears of corn with greater or smaller yielding 
qualities and of greater or lesser nutritive values. He- 
redity gives individual ears, within certain limits, the 
same qualities possessed by their parents. It is in the 
manufacture of these two factors, rather than in artifi- 
cial breeding, that such great strides have been made 
in the ylelding powers of corn in the Northwest. 


For example of the manner of breeding up a whole 
field of corn to an approximate standard of production 
for each acre, the seed is selected the previous season. 
Take fifty ears of the ordinary run of corn and plant 
the kernels from each ear in a single row. If the soll 
is uniform and the cultivation the same, at the harvest 
time, the yield of one row may be more than double that 
of another. In other words, there is an inherent power 
in the kernels of one ear to produce seventy-five bushels 
to the acre, and in another to produce but thirty bushels. 
From the best yielding rows the seed is selected for the 


variation this seed should produce the same results given 
by its parentage. The problem in corn breeding, then, 
is much simpler than the more scientific practice of pol- 
lenation by hand and selection from the results. The 
problem is, in fact, to provide the best methods for rec- 
ognizing, selecting and propagating from the favorable 
variations as they occur in nature, leaving to heredity 
to assist in fixing these favorable variations. 


Transportation of Insects. 


HAVE a letter from Dr. L. O. Howard, the Chief of 

The Bureau of Entomology at Washington, in which 
he incloses a copy of an act passed by Congress recently 
prohibiting the transportation of harmful insects from 
one State to another. Dr. Howard hopes The Times 
will make the contents of this act known to its “very 
large constituency.” The law covers several pages and 
is of the utmost importance. In fact, it is just what 
we have been wanting these many years. Outside the 
wording of the act, necessary to make it clearly under- 
stood, the provisions are briefly these: No common car- 
rier may transport from one State to another any live, 
harmful insect; no individual is allowed to remove any 
such insects from one State to another, and provides a 
fine of not more than $5000, or imprisonment for not 
more than five years at hard labor, or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the court. The act provides that any pack- 
age containing harmful insects is unmailable, with a 
fine as above stated upon the conviction of any one mail- 
ing such packages. The Secretary of Agriculture is au- 
thorized to provide rules for mailing these insects for 
purely scientific purposes, the rules to be approved by 
the Postmaster-General. Now if you hear any one re- 
mark that the government is not doing anything to as- 
sist the State and county horticultural boards in keep- 
ing out these pests just refer him to this act. It is about 
the most satisfactory enactment that has been formu- 
laed lately and will be of great assistance to the farm- 
ers of every fruit-growing State. I hope the people will 
give support to the enforcement of this measure. Let

Concerning Railroad Equipment. 


HEN any special line of business, in a field strictly 

its own, is making a success in this particular en- 
terprise, outside parties are continually endeavoring to 
secure to themselves a portion of the profits. With the 
transportation business these barnacles are generally 
found in the form of some auxiliary company, clinging 
to the railroads like seaweeds to the hull of a ship, and 
having about the same effect.

Going to the foundation of the transportation business, 
it is a business for the entire public, operated by private 
enterprise. These companies have the right of emi- 
nent domain. They can take your property for their own 
use without your consent by condemnation. In return 
for this, their duty is to furnish the roadbed, the motive 
power, and the cars suitable for passenger traffic and for 
the moving of such freight as is offered for transporta- 
tion. Trunk lines generally have first-class roadbeds 
and motive power. But when we come to the cars they 
furnish the public, what can we say? Take the passen- 
ger business, for example. The railroads furnish the day 
coach only, the same as when they operated the short 
lines, the only improvement being that the cars are 
stronger and better finished. For short trips of a few 
hours’ duration no fault can be found. But when the 
trip extends into day after day, and night after night, 
and when tired nature calls for rest, what have the rail- 
roads done for the public to enable it to comply with one 
of nature’s most arbitrary lawe? Nothing themselves, 
but here the outside company steps in and collects its 
toll. They sell you sleep or rest at about $4 per day, or 
$2.50 for twelve hours, allowing you less than 100 cublie 
feet of space for breathing—less than 50 feet with two 
in one berth.

Onion Culture. 


HERE are many people who fail to secure good re- 
sulte in onion culture, because they do not give the 
proper attention to the land before planting. There is 
no crop for which there needs to be made more careful 
preparation than for the onion. The natural home of 
the onion is a loamy-soil, with a plentiful supply of hu- 
mus, and therefore, retentive of moisture. The beaver- 
dam soils of Oregon, and the black loams of California, 
are néarly ideal soils for this crop. After these soils 
have been devoted to the growing of this crop for a num- 
ber of years, they are hardly ever sufficiently well sup- 
plied with potash and phosphoric acid, the mineral plant 
foods, although they have an excess of organic matter. 
With a more liberal supply of the mineral foods than 
nature furnishes in these soils, the crop is usually very 
The crop is generally a very 

profitable one to those who rationally combine their pe- 
culiar soil tion with the application of mineral 
plant foods.

Eastern Potato Culture. : 
SHALL make a radical change in my method of 

planting potatoes this spring. My custom, heretofore, 
was to plant in rows over three feet apart so as to be 
able to cultivate between them with a single horse, or to 
straddle a row with a two-horse cultivator. This spring 
Im plant in rows about two feet apart, and in furrows 
six inches deep, made with a single shovel eight or ten 
inches wide. 

Reasons for this change are: First, that when tops 
complete their growth, about the time tubers begin to 
form, they completely shade the ground, thus helping to 
conserve the moisture. As potatoes usually set in a very 
dry period, this is an important point. Second, in hill- 
ing, the rows being close together, I can do the job com- 
pletely by going once between the rowe with the single 
shovel I mark the rows with. I believe in hilling if 
for no other reason than the greater ease with which 
they are dug. | 

Third, with potatoes planted as described, I cover and 
cultivate with a wide, steel-toothed sweep harrow, tak- 
ing three rows at a time, In covering, I follow the rows 
lengthwise, covering the potatoes about two inches deep. 
Just as the sproute are peeking through I go over the 
rows again, which adds about two inches more to the 
covering. This is repeated until furrows are completely 
filled. I continue to cultivate with the harrow until 
tops show a disposition to spread and get heavy, about 
blooming time. 3 

The heavy seeding enables me to harrow with im- 
punity, as I can easily spare a stalk or two, if they 
should happen to be torn out. Experimental tests have 
proved that I can raise more potatoes per acre with less 
work with this method than under the old system. Ex- 
cepting the dropping of the seed and the picking up of 
the tubers, hand work is eliminated. 

To go over the patch with the harrow after stalks get 
tall looks ecarey at first, but by the next morning they

FTER the home resources in the enrichment of the 

soil have been exhausted it is time to turn to com- 
mercial fertilizers to supply deficiencies. It is a very 
simple matter to spread around the trees each year the 
contents of a few fertilizer bags. This is much easier 
than spreading several loads of manure or sowing and 
plowing under a green manure crop. It takes less time 
and less worry. Hence many people who own a few 
fruit trees come to rely upon commercial fertilizers 
alone, neglecting the other sources of fertility that have 
been mentioned. This is a great mistake. The home 
fruit grower should use commercial fertilizers to supple- 
ment—not to replace—tillage, green manures and barn- 


yard manures. Some fruit gardens, like some farms, 


are fertilizer sick. They have been dosed -with large 
quantities of high-grade fertilizers, but the humus con- 
tent of the soil has not been kept up. If fertilizers are 
used, and usually they must be, let them be in conjunc- 
tion with manuring. The purchaser of commercial fer- 
tilizers is in the way of many pitfalls, for some fertili- 
zers, like breakfast foods, are not as nourishing as the 
advertisement suggests, and they are very frequently 
used without. definite knowledge of what the soil needs 
or what they contain.—[S. W. Fletcher, in the March 
Garden Magazine. 5

I bought my seed in Omaha with- 
out any special recommendation to the seedman, and it 
grew fine large onions at the rate of 400 bushels per 
acre. 


On this land I can only get a yield of 100 bushels per 
acre of potatoes, therefore the onions are much more 
profitable. One of my tenants sent to a reliable seed 


to stock a good-sized garden with vegetables and 
flowers. 

There are three types of hotbed that are within the 
means Of the ordinary amateur gardener. 

The first is the temporary bed in which the manure 
is spread on the top of the ground to the required depth. 
and a portable frame placed over it. | 

The second differs only in having a shallow pit dug 
to hold the manure. 


The third type is a permanent bed, the frame being 
made two and a half feet higher, and built directly in 
a pit of that depth. In a bed of this kind the bottom 
should be tile-drained, and it is a good plan to cover 
it also with a layer of small cobblestones or plank. The 


outside should be well banked up with manure, earth 


or coal ashes. 


The last type can be used not only as a hotbed in the 
early spring, but also when the manure and earth are 
cleaned out, it can be used in the fall as a storage place 
for plants that are not quite hardy, such as tea roses or 
for bulbs that are to be forced for winter bloom. 

Of the three forms above mentioned the first is the 
easiest and cheapest to make, and therefore the one best 


suited to most beginners.—[The March Garden Maga- 
zine.

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PRACTICAL HYGIENE. 


for underclothing. Until within the past few 
years, 99 people out of 100 would have answered— 
flannel. Even today, many “regular” physicians, who 
should know better, parrot-like, repeat this statement, 
whereas there is not the slightest doubt, in the mind 
of any intelligent hygienist, that flannel is the very 
worst of all materials used by us of the human race, who 
call ourselves “civilized,” to wear next our skins. 
Woolen goods hold the moisture for a long time, and 
accumulate it, and with it, of course, are retained the 
various excretory substances which escape from the 
body in the sweat. Read this, by Dr. Tilden, of Denver, 
in “A Stuffed Club.” It has previously been reproduced 
in this department, but is important enough to be worth 
repeating: 

“Now the cold weather is upon the country. Do not 
put on those dirty woolen undergarments. They neber 
have been clean. The wool was dirty and stinking and 
had served its purpose and would have been thrown off 
(shed) by the sheep in a short time if it had not been 
shorn. If any one imagines this is not the truth let 
him go to the, sheep shearers and smell for himself. 
Wool can never be made clean enough to cover the del- 
icate, sensitive surface of man’s body. Admitting that 
by extra care and chemicals it is made to appear clean, 
after one week’s wear it will never be clean again, for 
the same care given to ordinary clothing will not clean 
wool. Admitting that it can be cleaned, it ie not a 
proper wear, for it inhibits skin action. Anything that 
prevents evaporation after the secretions have been 
thrown on the surface will positively lead to disease and 
death, and this is exactly what wool is doing for the 
human body all the time. 3 

“One of the most dangerous results peculiar to bad 
habits ie a moist surface of the body. A healthy, nor- 
mal condition is dry and warm, not damp and cold. 
The latter condition is one of the positive results coming 
from the filthy habit of wearing the sheep’s cast-off gar- 
ments next to the human skin.” 

Less than 100 years ago, wool was never used for un- 
derclothing, and people then were healthier and lived 
longer than after wool, the most unsanitary substance 
existing, was adopted to be worn next to the skin. 

Next to wool comes cotton. Linen is undoubtedly su- 
perior to all other fabrics for this purpose—with one ex- 
ception—that of ramie, a fabric which the editor, from 
experience, believes to be the best of all adapted to the 


use of underwear. For instance, wool absorbs less than 


45 per cent. of ite weight in moisture, cotton 25% per 
cent., linen about 88 per cent., and ramie 300 per cent. 
_Ramie gives off the moisture freely. It is the only solid 
fiber. It is smooth, and less irritating to the skin even 
than linen. Consequently it ie especially desirable for 
infants. The average length of the fiber is about ten 
times that of flax. It is also said to be antiseptic. 

In his latest book, “The Miracle of Life,” Dr. J. H. 
Kellogg calls attention to the fact that in the ancient 
Jewish service the priests were required to be clothed 
with linen. It is said, however, that this was not what 
we know as linen, but ramie, and that it was in this ma- 
terial that the mummies of Egypt were wrapped, whose 
bodies have been so wonderfully preserved. When 
there was an exodus from Palestine, toward the west, a 
substitute for ramie was sought, and was found in flax. 

While ramie does not, perhaps, wear quite so well as 
some other fabrics, it wears much longer than pure 
linen, which is very brittle. In consequence of this, the 
so-called “linen mesh” fabrics on the market are said 
to be adulterated with from 40 to over 70 per cent. of 
cotton. An exception to this is said to be the garments 
named after the late Father Kneipp. 

Apart from this, the only drawback to the use of 
ramie, at present, is that it is expensive. The relative 
cost of the material in cotton, linen and ramie is per 
pound 18 cents, 45 cents and $1.76. It is said, however, 
that a successful decorticating machine has been per- 
fected, and will soon be placed on the market. This 
should not only greatly reduce the cost of the material 
to the consumer, but also furnish a valuable new <10p 
to California farmers. About a dozen years ago, there 
was quite a boom in ramie culture in California, engi- 
neered by an enthusiastic individual named Slaught, 
who claimed to have a successful decorticator, but it did 
not work. At that time ramie—which is a nettle-like 
plant—planted in Orange county, was cut five times in 
a year. The ramie material at present on the market is 
made in Sweden, and comes in three grades of thickness, 
which are manufactured into garments for men and 
women, and may be had at some of the local stores. By 
the way, the fine black “silk” jackets, worn by the Chi- 
nese on holiday occasions, are made of ramie. 7

The child should be covered up warmly in bed, with 
all the windows open.

“Kidney Trouble.” 


B. writes from Ocean Park as follows: 

„ “I am an interested reader of all articles under 
the Care of the Body,’ and have been watching for 
some time for an article relating to kidney trouble, but 
as none has appeared, I will take the liberty of asking 
a few questions regarding the same. 

“(1) What are the symptoms of ki trouble; also 
means of ascertaining whether one has it or not? 

“(2) Can this disease be cured by close dieting? | 

“I have not much faith in doctors, as I have never re- 
ceived any benefits from them.” 

Reply: (1) This is about as intelligible as to ask the 
editor to describe and diagnose a “chunk of chalk”—or 
cheese. “Kidney trouble” covers a very wide range of 
the ailments, although, of course, the cause is always the 
same—wrong living—and the cure the same—right liv- 
ing, aided, to some extent, by bathing, massage, sweat- 
ing, etc. Among the varieties of “kidney trouble” rec- 
ognized by the regulars“ there are diabetes, in several 
forms, Bright's disease, congested kidney, movable kid- 
ney, stone in the kidney, and others. 

The symptoms of kidney disease are as various as the 
forms it assumes. The pains and aches in the small of 
the back, usually pictured in the quack advertisements, 
are often lacking until the disease is far advanced. By 
the way, according to these “ads,” about 999 people out 
of 1000 must have kidney disease—and most other dis- 
orders. 

You should have your urine examined by a competent 
hygienic practitioner, or, if you can’t find one, by a con- 
scientious “regular”’—but don’t take any drugs the lat- 
ter may prescribe, or your last state will be worse than 
the first. 


(2) Surely! Diet is the principal factor in the treat- 
ment of this, as of most other ailments. Let it be nour- 
ishing, but bland. Avoid meat, alcoholic beverages 
(especially beer) coffee, cane „ and starch, except 
a mealy baked potato occasionally. Eat spinach and let- 
tuce freely. If you must—or think you must—take a 
little alcohol, let it be in the shape of a glass of good 


Riesling, or a little pure Scotch whisky, with carbon- 


ated water, but the less the better, and none ie better 
than less. Don’t drink with meals, and don’t drink 
much fluid of any kind. A cup of flax-seed tea at night 
is a good thing. 

Next to diet, sweating is of the most importance, so as 
to relieve the kidneys, by letting the skin do more work. 
By strict attention to diet, moderate exercise in the open 
air, sweating—in electric light bath, packs or otherwise 
—breathing fresh air night and day, with hydropathy, 
and perhaps a little osteopathy or scientific massage on 
the side, you may cure any case of kidney disease, wheré 
the tissues have not too much deteriorated, and even 
then, you may prolong life. 

Above all, avoid all poisonous drugs, that may tem- 
porarily abort symptoms, but never cure, and leave you 
in a worse condition than before. 


A Vegetarian’s Bill of Fare, 


R. T., of Riverside, who says he has profited by fol- 
e ing suggestions given in this department, writes: 
“I gave up eating meat and the use of tea or coffee, 

and I can say I am 100 per cent. better in every way. I 

herewith enclose you a list of my rations for seven days. 

I should deem it a favor if you would comment on it 

in the columns of the ‘Care of the Body’ department. 

Please say if this amount is too much for a man at 

middle age, also if it is properly balanced as to proteid 

fats and carbohydrates: 

“Whole-wheat bread, 3% pounds; best butter, 4 
pound; Fard dates, 1 pound; figs, 1 pound; raisins, % 
pound; prunes, 1 pound; milk, 7 pints; roasted peanuts, 
2% pounds; bulk Granose Flakes, 1 package (to use with 
the milk); potatoes, 3 pounds; lettuce, 3 heads; onions, 
1% pounds; cheese, % pound. I drink distilled water 
plenty. I may add that I alternate walnuts and pecans 
with the peanuts each week. ie 

“Tt admire and appreciate the stand you take in re- 
gard to doctors and drugs, and those that patronize 
them. If they would use a little more judgment in the 
food they eat, they would be wealthier and wiser.” 

This is a fairly well balanced ration, but it is far too 
much. It represents nearly 20 ounces of water-free 
food daily, which is twice as much as is necessary, espe- 
cially if the correspondent does sedentary work. Thie 
he does not state, although it is very important, be- 
cause a brain worker does not need half as much food 
as one doing hard physical work. 

The correspondent makes no mention of fresh fruit, a 
serious omission, as this is highly valuable, for the acids 
and salts it contains. The editor would cut down the 
dried fruit by half, substituting fresh fruit, remember- 
ing that one pound of dried fruit is equivalent to five 
pounds of fresh fruit. Double the amount of lettuce, 
and add a few tomatoes. Substitute real nuts—almonds, 
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that the Japanese drink, on an average, four or five 
quarts daily, and are pretty well, thank you. In reply 
to this, the editor says that it will be found, upon in- 
vestigation, that these Japanese who drink so much 


as much as is now good for him. 


up his opinion, the editor once more says: 
Don’t eat when you are not hungry and don’t drink 
when you are not thirsty. The one course is about as 
unnatural, and therefore about as injurious, as the 
other. If you find yourself in a condition where you 
have not a normal appetite, don’t shove grub into the 
hole in your face, supposing it may in some mysterious 
manner do you good, but go to work and earn an appe- 
tite, by exercising and deep breathing. The same is ex- 
actly true in regard to the drinking of water and other 
liquids. Also, if you live largely on fresh fruit, you may 
1 a any water at all except when you 

This ie the editor’s sincere and decided opinion on the 
subject of water drinking. To which it may be added 
that, when there is a tendency to heart disease, the 
drinking of a surplus amount of fluids is not only liable 
to canse gastric disturbances, but more serious trouble, 
and perhaps premature death. 

At the same time, the editor recognizes the fact that 
an internal bath of soft water is occasionally a good 
thing, whether taken per rectum or per os, just as an 
external bath is a good thing, occasionally, but not too 
often, for human beings are not fish. 

As to the kind of water, the less mineral in it the 
better, although Virchow, Moleschott and Klencke—emi- 
nent German authorities—claim that good water must 
be largely composed of carbonic acid, and some lime. 
But then, “eminent authorities” are not always right, 


whether oil of eucalyptue, a common 
for colds, is poisonous; and point is given to the discus- 
sion by a fatal case which occurred at Derby last week. 

“A cabman named Choll took an overdose of eucalyp- 
tus for a cold, and died of poisoning. The Coroner’s 
jury recommended the scheduling of eucalyptus as a 
poison. 

“In the Lancet Dr. F. Lucas Benham, of Exeter, South 
Australia, gives two instances from his own experience. 
A man of forty, suffering from influenza, was given a 
teaspoonful of eucalyptus by mistake, and speedily be- 
came unconscious. Only the prompt use of an emetic 
saved bis life. 

“In the second case a younger man ewallowed about 
the same quantity, and soon became partially comatose. 
Here, also, an emetic had to be promptly administered.” 


No wonder these people became “unconscious.” A 
teaspoonful of eucalytus ofl! Just think of it! A single 
drop of pure, double distilled oil, is about all the editor 
cares for, when he occasionally takes it in a tumblerful 
of hot water, on arising. 

There is no excuse for Los Angeles people to risk their 
health on dubious Australian oils, while a perfectly pure

L. C., of Denver, asks: “If you know of any rem- 

„ edy for hydrocele, through absorption, will you 
kindly publish the same?” 

Hydrocele is an accumulation of serum around the 
testicles. Non-congenital hydrocele occurring in in- 
fancy, usually gets well of itself. In other cases, the 
“regular” procedure is to tap, although a high medical 
authority admits that usually the fluid collects again, 
and if it is tapped a second time comes back more 
quickly than before. Then, there is what is called a 
“radical cure,” to which some authorities declare that 
castration is preferable. 

If the correspondent means to ask whether the editor 
can recommend any permanent cure in the shape of a 
drug, he replies, decidedly, No! To cure this, or any 
other disease, the cause must first be ascertained. This 
ailment, like hydrocephalus, is often directly attrib- 


utable to wrong diet. This must be corrected. Fluids 


of all kinds should be restricted. An occasional fast is 
excellent. Hydropathic treatment will be found of great 
advantage, and osteopathy sometimes helps. How long 
the patient stays cured depends on how long he refrains 
from reassuming his wrong habits. 

If the editor was a resident of a town which shelters 
Dr. J. H. Tilden, of “A Stuffed Club,” he would not 
write to a source a thousand miles away for advice on 
this, or any other subject relating to health and disease. 
Of course, however, Tilden charges something, while the 
editor doesn’t. On the other hand, the editor does not 
give advice that is merely of personal interest. 

Infants’ Food. 

PAMPHLET has been received, descriptive of an in- 

fant’s food, manufactured in Los Angeles. It con- 
tains information regarding the feeding of infants. The 
editor’s wife reports having heard good accounts of this 
food, from friends who have infant children. So long 
as there is a good local food on the market, it should 
not be necessary to buy imported foods. 

The editor suggested to Dr. Walter Lindley, the presi- 
dent of this food manufacturing enterprise, that the 
“regulars” are strongly in favor of a law compelling 
manufacturers of patent medicines to state the contents 
on the packages, and that the editor thought the same 
rule should apply to manufacturers of foods. Dr. Lind- 
ley states that the contents are cereals dextrinized by 
heat, the principal cereal being barley. The analysis 
shows the chemical components of the food to be very 
close to that of mother’s milk. 


It is appalling to note the large death rate of children, 
who are so unfortunate as to be relegated to foundling 
asylums. One of these institutions, in California, a few 
years ago, reported a mortality rate of 45 per cent., 
among the nursing babies. Probably many similar in- 


stitutions in this and other States show as high a rate, 


and some of them even higher. It is claimed by some 
that the high death rate among children who are de- 
prived of their natural food, in the shape of human 
milk, is due to the use of sterilized milk, the process of 
sterilization having destroyed—in addition to impurities 
—certain germs, whch are necessary to the proper 
nourishment of the body. In any case, it would be wise 
to use a properly combined and prepared dextrinized 
cereal food, wherever there is the elightest doubt as to 
the purity of the milk supply, as the delicate stomach of 
an infant must necessarily be peculiarly susceptible to 
impurities in the milk, even if it has not been doped 
with formaline, or some other preservative. 

Rule of Thumb. 
HE following is not new, but it ie good: There is an 
old story which illustrates too well the attitude of 

some physicians: Strict rules as to diet, etc., were laid 

down to the poor patient by the grand medical adviser, 
ending with a_stern command, “and one cigar after 
each meal!”. In a week the woebegone sufferer re- 
turned worse than ever, saying: “I have carried out 
your orders, doctor, accurately, in everything except as 
regards tobacco. I have never smoked before this, and 

every time I try to smoke as you said, after each meal, 1 

become sick as death, vomit, and it takes twenty-four 

hours to recover. I cannot do it!”

An Eminent Physician on Drugs. 


IR JOHN FORBES, the late court physician to the 

Queen, and the distinguished editor of the British and 
Foreign Medical Review, thus records his opinion of 
drug medication, the result of the experience of a pro- 
fessiona] life: Firstly—that im a large proportion of 
the cases treated by allopathic physicians the disease is 
cured by Nature and not by them. Secondly—that in a 
lesser, but still not a small proportion, the disease is 
cured by Nature in spite of them; in other words, their 
interference opposing instead of assisting the cure. And 
thirdly, that consequently, in a considerable proportion 
of cases, it would fare as well or better with patients, if 
all remedies, especially drugs, were abandoned,” and he 
emphatically adds: “Things (I. e., the state of physic) 
end.” 

It might be added to the above that it is only the 
young, unlicked cubs, fresh from medical college, who 
fly to drugs for every remedy, nowadays. This is not 
so much due to conviction on part of the doctors, as to 
enlightenment on part of the patienta. Unfortunately, 
few “reguiare” are educated 
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gations made with drags, dredgere, sounding apparatus 
and the like have shown that it is an error to assume 
that the bed of the ocean is covered with sand, as this 
latter is essentially a coast formation only found in com- 
paratively shallow water, close to the shores. es 

Mud begins to take its place the further we go afield 
mud or, rather, ooze. Its origin varies considerably; 
a part consists of the alluvial deposits brought down by 
rivers. This ooze is of various kinds. Blue ooze is 
found close to schistous coasts, and its hue is imparted 
to it by organic substances and iron pyrites; it covers 
the floor of the Mediterranean and of the Arctic Ocean. 
Red ooze is merely the blue variety changed in color by 
the peroxidation of the iron; it is also formed of the 
alluvial deposits brought down by rivers flowing 
through land rich in iron, such, for instance, as the 
Congo and some rivers in Brazil. Green ooze, finally, 
owes its color to glauconite; it is found along rocky 
coasts where there are no rivers. 

In many places the sand or ooze is mixed with vol- 
canic elements originating from terrestrial and subma- 
rine explosions. The inorganic world, however, is not 
the only source from which the ocean bed receives its 
supplies of material. The remains of organic creatures 
also contribute no mean share. The upper strata of the 
sea swarm with teeming animal life—algae, crustacea, 
eges, larvae, etc.—of all kinds, which die daily in thous- 
ands and slowly sink to the lowest depth of the sea, thus 
forming a continual rain of corpses of algae, diatoms et 
hoc genus amne, which descend from heights far exceed- 
ing those of Mount Everest (33,756 feet) and other lofty 
“terrestrial peaks. 


A Study of Snakes. 


INTERESTING Facts ABOUT THEIR 
HABITS AND CHARACTERISTICS. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 


(Nas are all right as food, but unsatisfactory as 
ts, for the reason that they have no psycho- 
logical nature,” said a scientist now connected 

with Harvard University. 

During a six years’ residence in the West he made a 
close study of snakes and their ways. Having them in 
his study unconfined and about his premises in numbers, 
he became familiar with them. 

The wisdom of the serpent he pronounces a myth, 
though he admits that snakes have much cunning, are 
wily to a degree, and perfectly understand their powers 
and limitations. For example, a rattlesnake does not re- 
treat in haste when disturbed. Realizing that its bite 
endes the game, it is invariably delfberate, but if left to 
itself in its own good time it makes off. 

Other venomous snakes also recede snowly, under- 
standing, as does the rattler, that they are equal to most 
emergencies. Contrary to the common notion, snakes 
are not hostile to man. The most venomous and power- 
ful wi, run from man if possible. It is only in self- 
defense that any poisonous snake strikes. 

That a rattlesnake rattles to give warning of its pres- 
‘ence is a popular fallacy. It really does nothing of the 
kind. The tails of all snakes quiver when they are ex- 
cited, and therefore the rattler is heard when disturbed, 
Why it has rattles on ite tail no one has been able to 
find out. 

It would be, according to this student of snakes, quite 
absurd to conclude that the handsome, independent, 
husky rattlesnake is instinctively or otherwise consider- 
ate of others in giving warning of its presence. As are 
all snakes, it le simply negative in its attitude toward 
others, save when the instinct of self-preservation is 
aroused, when it becomes positive in self-defense. 

The chief difference between the ways of a poisonous 
snake and of one whose bite is no worse than the eting 
of a mosquito is in the deliberate withdrawal of the one 
and the hasty retreat of the other in case of danger. The 
large majority of snakes are quite harmless, and slip 
away with all speed at the approach of either a human 
being or an animal, knowing that the ability to conceal 
themselves is their one means of preservation. 

While not crediting snakes with wisdom, it is stated 
that in many ways they are the reverse of stupid. They 
are curious, and when they can do so without danger to 
themselves, they examine an unfamiliar object with keen 
and repeated attention. 

It is related by this scientist that in attempting to cap- 
ture a water enake he put his foot on it in the soft ooze 
at the creekside, but failed to hold it. To see what the 
| snake would do, he stood perfectly still, and in a few mo- 
mente it came back and, swimming slowly round and 
round his boot, examined it most carefully, not, as might 
be supposed, by looking at it, but by touching it at every 
point with its tongue, not once, but again and again. 

The quick thrusting out and drawing in of the tongue 
is a snake’s way of finding out what things about it 
mean. The tongue is its most important sense organ. 
It really has little sensation elsewhere, and those that 
are most poisonous can, if not restrained or hurt, be 
moved about with impunity. 3 

Yet those who handle and study snakes constantly in- 
variably hold them by the back of the neck, as a cat does 
a kitten, and both seize and liberate them with alacrity. 
Before they are seized, the rule is to keep out of strik- 
ing distance, which is one-third the length of the snake. 

In the college town where these studies of snakes 
were made the antipathy and horror with which they are 
ordinarily regarded no longer prevails. On one occasion 
a city visitor at the scientist’s house announced in ter- 
ror that there was a snake on the steps of the porch. 

“Yes, it’s sunn: zz itself,” her hostess replied easily. 
often fear some one will step on it. For several years 
it has been about the grounds. It is quite harmless, 
though occasionally it captures and devours a young 
robin. Snakes are so fond of birds, and they require live 
food.”

In discussing snakes and their peculiarities, attention 
was called to their beautiful coloring and markings, 
which, it is asserted, are finer than those of any other 
creature living on land in this part of the world; to their 
graceful movement in symmetrical curves, and to the 
fact that they never make a superfluous motion. Obser- 
vation also shows that they serve a useful purpose in rid- 
ding the land of grasshoppers and other pests, inimical 
to agriculturists. 1 

Most particular as to their foods, enakes eat only that 
which they kill, and they judge of the fitness of their 
food by its motion, taking nothing which does not move 
swiftly. Field mice and birds are dainties they espe- 
cially covet, and in hunting and capturing them they 
display the guile and cunning which the scriptures at- 
tribute to them. 7 

That they charm their prey is another popular belief 
which is quite unsupported by fact. The creatures they 
hunt fear them, as a hungry snake has a way of getting

It is this condition that leads to the generally accepted 
conclusion that a enake has the power to charm. 

As an article of diet, the blue racer, of all snakes, is 
said to be the most delicate in flavor, as it is cleanly in 
its habits and particular as to its food. The flesh of the 
rattler is also perfectly wholesome and toothsome, hav- 
‘Ing a flavor, like the flesh of most snakes, like chicken.

A ROPE BRIDGE IN INDIA. 

In his article on ibex shooting in Baltistan-in Harper's 
for March, Mr. J. G. Grew tells of a remarkable rope 
bridge built by natives across the Indus. 

“At the end of a long march of thirty-one miles,” says 
Mr. Grew—*“four hours in the morning over a bad trail 
of difficult climbs and steep descénts and seventeen 
miles in the afternoon to Tarkutti—we came upon our 
first ‘rope bridge’ across the Indus. The ingenuity of the 
natives in making such a bridge with no material but 
twisted twigs, strong enough to hold the weight of any 
number of coolies with their loads and long enough to 
be swung from cliff to cliff across this great river, is a 
souree of wonder. Yet there it swings, with three 
strands of twisted twigs, one for each hand to grasp, one 
to guide the feet, eagging gracefully from the tops of the 
mighty cliffs that flank the river, occasionally swaying 
slightly in the wind, but firm and safe as a bridge of 
rock and iron. The sensation when one has felt one’s 
way to its center and stands looking down at the torrent 
swirling a hundred feet below is, to say the least, a 
strange one.

The vine is of the Black Hamburgh 
variety and was originally a slip off 
one in the parish of Ilford, Eesex, 
which itself had been planted eleven 
years previous and had attained por- 
tentous size. The vine at Hampton 
Court proved itself a worthy scion of 
such stock, for in 1800, some thirty 
years after it had been planted, its 
yield was reported to be 2200 bunches 
weighing on an average a pound each. 
Its stem was then thirteen inches in 

and its main branch was ninety 
eet long. Forty years ago its vield 
was stated to be on an average between 
2300 and 2500 bunches. The greatest 
girth of its stem is now three feet and 


its branches cover a space of 2300, 


square feet. The length of its prin- 
cipal branch has remained stationary 
at ninety feet, that being the limit of 
the length of the vine house. Had the 
ition of the vine house admitted of 
ts enlargement as the vine extended its 
branches, there is no telling to what 
prodigious size the vine might have at- 
tained by this time. It reached its 
present giant size long ago and has 
since had no fair chance to show what 
further development it is capable of. 
Various conjectu have been ad- 
vanced to account f the great sige 
to which it quickly grew. Some have 
surmised that its roots made their way 
into the vast drain of the palace, or 
into a neighboring cesspool, and that 
it has, in fact, been nourished on sew- 
age. Recent investigation has proved 
this supposition to be erroneous. If its 
luxuriousness is to be attributed to any 
special cause it is most likely due to 


Of late years the average mature
